KW YORK, Dec. 4.— 
Automobile production 
in the United States and Can- 
ada in November . approxi- 
mated the highly satisfactory 
total of 214,400, according -to 
the monthly official estimate 
of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, re- 
leased today. 

[It had not been expected that the 
output for the month, due to a 
number of shut-downs for inventory 
purposes, would exceed 200,000, but 
statistics gathered by the N. A. C. C., 
which are never far from the actual 
total, indicate that all the wheels 
didn’t stop out in Detroit during No- 
vember, as some circles appeared. to 
believe, notably Wall Street. 

The November production, if it 
equals the "N. A; C. .C. estimate, 
will bring the cleven months’ total 
to 5,462,582, as compared with 
4,557,590 in the corresponding 
period of last year,- a gain of 
1,104,992, equivalent to 25 per 
cent. The November output last 
year was 268.905, this year’s total 
being 54,505 less than that, or 20 
per cent. This 20 per cent. reces- 
sion im production last month 
from the level of a year ago is the 
most severe thus far in the year.

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Give Up the Shows? 


N the eve of the thirtieth national automobile show in 
New York. a writer in the Lansing State Journal 
sugyests that the National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce will seriously consider abandoning the New York and 
Chieago annual exhibitions. The writer quotes Don Bates. 
secretary and treasurer of the Reo Motor Car Company, In 
support of this view. 
“For a number of years,’ Mr. Bates is quoted as saying

‘We'll wait for 
the national show and see the new stuff, they say. Hence 
the public withdraws its support from the automobile busi- 
ness. The car maker's business slumps and this affects the 
accessory maker, the steel maker, parts maker and finally 
employment, and then the corner grocery and the savings 
account. 


“Everything and everybody is affected by the slump, | 


for the automobile industry is Uncle Sam’s biggest business. 
And automobile makers, as wel as their employees and 
bankers and merchants, have begun to think that the New 
York and Chicago shows are partly to blame for employment 
and prosperity eccentricities.””. The quotation continues at 


some length, but the foregoing yives the gist of the 
zergument. 
Recognizing the right of every man to an honest 


opinion, The Automotive Daily News believes thet the 
arguments advanced in favor of doing away with the 
great annual national automobile shows are fallacious. 
To begin with, we doubt that the buying slump in the 
late fall and early winter is created by the general idea 
of “waiting to see what the shows will offer in the way 
of new stuff.” The great majority of the new lines for the 
coming year have been announced before the shows are 
opened. Obviously, there is new stufi and interesting 
new stuff held for show exhibition. We do not believe 
that the average man will put off buying needed trans- 
portation in the hope of seeing something new that he 
will like better than present lines. Undoubtedly, some 
individuals do exactly this, but we do not believe that it 
is a general custom or habit. 


Jt must always be borne in mind that the automobile

As it happens, these two low spots in the auto- 
motive buying year coincide in the fall and early winter 
seasons, with the national shows looming ahead like a break 
in the clouds. If the car buyer is looking ahead to the shows

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is looking ahead to the exhibitions as the great revivers of 
buying. - It would perhaps be even more favorable for the 
industry as a whole if all new models were brought out at 
one time, January 1 each year. This would tend to make 
the buying slump of fall and winter even more complete, 
but ‘it would have compensating benefits in intensifying the 
buying revival started by the shows. 

It may be said that all this is merely negative argument. 
However, there are positive reasons why the national shows 
are perhaps the greatest single asset that the automotive 
industry enjoys. 

During the time that the national shows in New York 
and Chicago are open, the attention of the entire coun- 
| try is focused on the products of the automotive industry. 
| The new products and the new lines for the coming year, 
whether or not they have been in hand before the shows, 
| are described and pictured in papers all over the country. 
The national shows have more than a local significance. 
| Automobile editors from all over the country are in 
attendance, and they feature the shows and the products 
| exhibited in their papers, throughout the United States. 
No other industry in America has the benefit of these 
| mid-winter weeks of holding the attention of the entire coun- 
| try. There isn’t a single industry that would not welcome 
| 
| 








with open arms this unique chance of getting and holding 
the attention of the entire country for its products during 
| these crucial weeks when the new year is just getting into 
|its stride. Ask any manufacturer in any other industry how 
| he would like our chance and see what he says. 

In the final analysis, public interest is the factor that 
| will determine whether or not automobile shows should be 
| continued. For twenty-eight years the national shows at 
New York and Chicago each year surpassed the record of 
the year before in the number of persons attending. The 
fact that the general public still attends automobile shows 
in vast numbers is the final answer to any suggestion of 
| dropping these exhibitions. 

From our own narrower industrial point of view. the 
| holding of the shows is even more necessary. Every indus- 
| try has to have a yearly meeting or convention. More indus- 
| tries every year are making this annual gathering an ad- 
| junet of an exhibit of their products. The radio industry is 
now doing this, the silk business does it, the hotel men now 
hold a show in connection with their official convention. If 
the automobile industry simply gathered in conference with-

Jobber Pays Bonus | 
To Keep Collections 
Under Sixty Days 


( NE automotive wholesaler down 
in Pennsylysnia has hit on a 
pretty effective way of keeping 
his accounts receivable total down 
within reason. He gives his book- 
keeper a bonus of $20 every month 
if the accounts receivable total on 
the tenth is lower, or at least no 
greater, than the charge sales 
during the previous sixty days. 
He reports that since he in- 
augurated the idea he has had to 
pay the bonus every month, and 
that his accounts now average 
forty-five days as against a for- 
mer average of ninety days. 
Under this arrangement the 
bookkeeper takes full responsibil- 
ity for collecting the accounts, 
whereas previously her boss had 
to devote a good portion of his 
time to this end of his business 
This sounds pretty good; al- 
most too good to be true, but it is 
true, and the trick is to have the 
right bookkeeper. The wrong per- 
son on the collection job can 
cause a great deal more damage

HERE is some price cutting 
that is done without very 
much thought as to the reason or 
the need for it. The jobber who | 
cuts a price before being brought | 
to it by competition underselling 
him, thinks to attract trade from | 
the other fellow. Does he do it? | 

Perhaps for'a minute, but for no 

longer than it takes the other fel- 

low to learn about it and make a 

new set of price cards. Prices are 
seon on all fours with the whole 
immediate field. 

The man who sees another store} 
that has cut a price under him, im-| 
mediately seeks to come back with a} 
cut meeting that price cut. He may 
go the cutter one better, or he may | 
return the compliment by cutting on | 
some other item. The grocer may | 
resent the druggist offering soices | 
at cut rates and counter by cutting | 
the price on some patent medicine | 
or soap the druggist sells. Has the | 
merchant gained anything by under | 
cutting his competitor? On the con- 
trary he reduced the number of | 
profitable items in his stock. Has he | 
necessarily gained anything by} 
meeting a cut that was not intended | 
to be permanent or that was made | 
by a fly-by-night concern or by a} 
store not ordinarily recognized as a} 
compétitor? He has not. 

He does not get any additional 
trade and under many conditions 
he would not have lost any by say- 
ing nothing and, at the most, meet- 
ing the cut or nearly meeting it 
and so nullifying it. 

The automotive wholesaler who 
seeks to build a great volume of 
business by announcing himself a 
price cutter and by slashing off 
profits right and left, expects to be- 
come the big noise in his field, get- 
ting such a great volume of business

Does he come out as he expected? 
Ask the treasurers of some of the 
drug store chains that are seeing |

Doubtless there will always be 
price cutters, because there will al-| 
ways be jobbers who have not brains | 
enough to figure out any other way |

When onic finds a jobber. or a chain 
that cuts prices because it honestly 
can sell that cut-price item for less} 
and still make a satisfactory profit,| 
and because it cannot reconcile its} 
conscience to taking more of the 
consumers’ money than is abso- 
lutely mecessary, when that day| 
millennium will be at! 
hand. But it is not yet in sight. 

Price-cutting is never altruistic} 
and the sooner the retailers realize | 
that 100 per cent., the sooner price- | 
cutting of the hostile, selfish kind| 
will cease. It will cease then be-} 
cause people will decline to buy sut-| 
ficient quantities of goods marked | 
at high prices to equalize the cut-| 
price losses, and if no retailer will 
pay long profits on those goods, the}

‘Conn. Oil Jobbers 
| To Hear How Law 
Will Affect Them 


[eIGHTY-FOUR wholesale 

tributors of motor oil 
ating in Connecticut have been 
invited to meet with Robbins BE. 
Stoeckel, commissioner of motor 
vehicles, to discuss plans for »d- 
m nistering the lubricating oil sct 
adouvted by the 1929 General As- 
‘sembly. The meeting will be in 
the new Senzte chamber at the 
Capitol next Monday. 

Tie policy of the deportment in 
the administration of this taw 
will be outlined. Variews factors 
affecting the deaters, sach as 
matters of procedure, will be pre- 
sented for discussion, 

“A large number of dealers are 
affected by the provisions of this 
act,” Commissioner Stoeckel 
states. “While the main purpose 
of this act, which is the protec- 
tion of the public in the buyiag of 
oils, must be carried out, admia- 
istration should be made as 5 mole 
as possible for the dstribuior, 
Red tape should he avoided. Dis- 
tributors should be able to supply 
valuable suggestions which will 
be of assistance in making (his 
law effective to the best advantage 
of everybody.” 

The lubricating oil law prohibts 
the sale or exposure for sa‘e of 
any lubricating oil for moto: ve- 
hicles in a manner designed te 
deceive the purchaser as to na- 
ture, quality or identity. It pro- 
hibits the sale of one oil from a 
container which is speciatly 
marked for another. It prohibits 
the substitution or adulteration of 
any oil. All oils must be “equat 
to or better in quality and speci- 
fications than that known as 
United States Government Speci- 
fications for Motor (Class BD) 
Lubricants.”

| 65,876 CARS JUNKED IN 
1929 IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Philadelphia, Dec. 4.—From Janu- 
|vember 1 exactly 65,876 motor ve- 
| hicles were junked in Pennsylvania, 
according to the Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles. The number includes 
1,321 motor cars, for which junk 
| certificates were issued. Under the 
provisions of the motor code, junk 
certificates are issued to Owners 
who sell a motor vehicle as scrap, 
and a certificate of title may not 
again be issued for such a vehicle. 

For reasens other than junking, 
| the titles of 20,824 motor vehicles 
| were canceled during the same 
period. During the recent compul- 
sory inspection period, official im- 
spection stations throughout Penn- 
sylvania re.iused to approve approx- 
imately 3,000 cars and trucks sub- 
mitted for -xamination. The Bureau 
of Motor Vehicles now has under 
consideration whether to cancel the 
registration of all cars and trucks 
for which approved stickers were 
refused.

Incidentally, other makes than 
Ford also showed registration in- 
creases over both of these periods 
of last year—4.4 per cent. (535-512) 
in October and 7 per cent. (4,616- 
4,312) for the ten months, Ford’s 
respective ratios to the total being 
404 and 452 per cent. in these 
periods. 

Eight of the twelve makes, whose 
comparative new commercial car 
registrations follow, made gains 
over October, 1928, and seven of 
them increases over the first ten 
months of last year.
